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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Sandbach  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1970  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District. 

The  estimated  population  has  risen  once  again,  this  time  by  350 
and  now  stands  at  12,510.  This  increase  should  be  viewed  in  the 
context  of  the  fall  in  the  number  of  births  and  the  rise  in  the  number 
of  deaths. 

It  is  many  years  now  since  we  have  recorded  a  death  from  an 
infectious  disease,  but  it  will  be  noted  that  this  year  there  are  two. 
One  from  Meningococcal  infection  and  the  other  labelled  Enteritis. 
In  actual  fact  we  have  had  no  notifications  of  these  infections 
throughout  the  year,  nor  has  it  been  possible  to  trace  them  in  the 
Death  Returns.  One  can  only  assume  that  they  have  been  Sandbach 
residents  v/ho  have  died  outside  our  area  and  have  eventually  been 
notified  to  us  by  the  Registrar  General. 

Apart  from  measles  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease  notified.  We  have  had,  as  can  be  seen  in  the  Report, 
one  hundred  and  twenty -  two  cases  of  measles  notified,  more  than 
half  of  which  occurred  among  school -children.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
these  cases  occurred,  but  during  the  year  there  was  a  shortage  of 
measles  vaccine  and  no  doubt  this  contributed  to  the  incidence.  We 
now  have  a  plentiful  supply  of  material  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
the  future  we  shall  never  have  such  a  recurrence. 

There  have  been  further  developments  in  the  field  of  immunology 
by  the  arrival  of  a  satisfactory  vaccine  against  German  Measles. 
This  is  being  made  available  to  school -girls  between  the  ages  of 
eleven  and  thirteen  and  it  is  hoped  eventually  to  make  an  impact  on 
the  incidence  of  congenital  malformations.  At  least  20-25  per  cent 
of  children  who  are  born  with  serious  handicaps,  such  as  congenital 
cataracts,  deafness,  and  congenital  heart  malformations,  as  well  as 
mental  deficiency,  are  due  to  the  fact  that  a  mother  has  contracted 
German  Measles  in  the  early  stages  of  her  pregnancy.  It  can  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  the  social  and  medical  aspects  of  this  procedure  can 
have  very  considerable  impact  on  these  serious  complications. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  the  changeover  of  various 
important  functions  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Department 
to  the  Social  Service  Department  has  taken  place.  Sandbach  will 


rely  for  its  services  on  an  Area  Social  Service  Department  based  at 
Nantwich.  We  are  co-operating  as  much  as  possible  with  this  new 
department  so  that  as  little  dislocation  as  possible  can  occur.  I  have 
made  my  advice  and  co-operation  fully  available  to  the  new  Area 
Social  Service  Officer  when  called  upon.  We  are  still,  however, 
responsible  for  Nursing  Equipment  and  Home  Nursing. 

Once  again  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  with  247  births 
notified  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  also  a  very  low  incidence 
of  still  births.  Of  this  total  number  of  births  19  took  place  at  home 
and  the  remainder  in  hospital. 

I  would  refer  you  to  the  number  of  sessions  held  at  our  local  Clinic 
in  connection  with  the  Cervical  Cytology  service.  I  am  not  satisfied 
with  the  number  of  women  who  take  advantage  of  this  facility  and 
it  may  well  be  that  we  must  consider  taking  the  service  into  the 
factories  where  women  work  and  make  it  more  convenient  and  easy 
for  them  to  have  this  valuable  screening  procedure.  We  have  been 
successful  in  this  matter  in  other  places  in  South  East  Cheshire. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  N-  A.  Rogers,  the  Chief  Public  Health  In¬ 
spector,  for  his  very  full  report  in  the  contribution  he  makes  to  the 
Annual  Report ;  and  also  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Rees,  the  Council’s  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  for  his  contribution  to  this  Report. 

I  have  always  had  the  fullest  co-operation  and  help  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  D.  N.  Mills,  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for 
his  advice  and  help  when  dealing  with  matters  pertaining  to  the 
work  of  the  Council.

Water  Supply 

Sandbach  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  River  Dee  water  from 
Hurleston  Treatment  Works. 

River  Dee  water  is  moderately  hard.  Regular  bacteriological 
samples  are  taken  and  the  water  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  both 
in  quantity  and  quality. 

Extension  of  mains  have  been  carried  out  to  serve  new  housing 
development  and  in  some  cases  to  improve  existing  supplies. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  further  work  was  carried  out  on  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Hind  Heath  Sewage  Dis¬ 
posal  Works  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Valley  Sewer  from  a 
point  near  Town  Fields  and  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  tender  for  the  construction  of  the  works 
will  be  accepted  during  1971. 

Housing 

No  Council  housing  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  128 
dwellings  were  completed  by  private  enterprise.

It  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  addition  to  Public  Health  work 
many  visits  are  made  in  relation  to  the  other  section  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  Council  House  Management  and  Maintenance  :  in  fact,  the 
work  associated  with  Council  houses  is  gradually  increasing  and,  by 
its  nature,  often  has  to  be  carried  out  in  preference  to  more  routine 
Public  Health  matters- 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  continued  along  the  lines  of 
recent  years,  with  continued  housing  development  in  the  area  placing 
further  strain  on  an  inadequate  system.  Less  than  half  the  District 
has  been  receiving  a  weekly  collection,  while  the  collection  cycle  for 
the  remainder  of  the  area  has  been  8  or  9  days  and,  exceptionally, 
even  greater.  However,  in  the  summer  of  1970  a  Work  Study  invest!  - 
gation  was  carried  out  and  a  scheme  devised  for  an  Incentive  Bonus 
based  on  a  weekly  collection  throughout  the  district  while  still  using 
the  same  number  of  employees.  Before  this  scheme  could  be  im¬ 
plemented  a  national  dispute  arose  in  connection  with  the  wages 
of  Local  Authority  manual  workers  and  it  was  felt  that  the  time  was 
not  propitious  for  the  introduction  of  the  new  system.  It  was  event¬ 
ually  decided  to  leave  the  matter  until  March  1971,  with  the  prospect 
of  getting  off  to  a  good  start  in  better  weather. 

In  the  last  week  of  the  year  delivery  was  taken  of  a  new 
compression -  type  refuse  vehicle  to  replace  a  smaller  capacity  fore- 
and-aft  tipper.  This  should  assist  in  improving  the  service. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

Last  year’s  Report  indicated  that  efforts  were  being  made  to  secure 
a  further  site  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  A  suitable  area  of  land  was 
made  available  to  the  Council  but  Planning  Permission  was  refused. 
After  seeking  the  opinion  of  Ministry  officials  on  this  question  and 
the  policy  concerning  the  establishment  of  a  refuse  pulverisation 
plant  in  the  Alsager  Urban  District,  it  became  obvious  that  the 
practical  solution  lay  in  participation  in  the  Alsager  scheme. 
Accordingly,  following  a  series  of  discussions  on  the  matter,  terms 
were  agreed  between  the  two  Councils  and  as  from  1st  October  1971 
refuse  collected  in  Sandbach  will  be  deposited  at  the  Alsager  pulver¬ 
isation  plant  for  treatment  and  disposal. 


Civic  Amenities  Act  1967 

The  Malkins  Bank  Tip  and  a  small  locked  compound  at  Newall 
Avenue  Depot  have  both  been  made  available  for  persons  wishing 
to  dispose  of  old  cars,  and  it  did  not  become  necessary  on  any  occa¬ 
sion  during  1970  for  the  Council  to  invoke  the  Act  by  removing  an 
abandoned  vehicle.  A  number  of  instances  arose,  particularly  on 
Council  housing  estates,  where  owners  of  unwanted  cars  were  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  to  remove  them  without  recourse  to  legal  action. 

The  District  has  not  been  unduly  troubled  by  indiscriminate 
dumping  of  rubbish  and  it  is  felt  that  the  system  of  giving  house¬ 
holders,  on  request,  a  free  removal  service  for  items  of  old  furniture 
and  bagged  garden  rubbish,  etc.  has  been  successful  and  worthwhile. 


Supply  of  Dustbins 

The  Council  does  not  operate  a  Dustbin  Scheme  under  Section 
75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  but  a  supply  of  dustbins  is  kept 
for  sale  on  request  and  263  properties  were  supplied  in  this  way.  All 
bins  issued  by  the  Council  have  rubber  lids. 


Conservancy 

The  scheme  whereby  arrangements  were  made  with  Congleton 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  emptying  of  pail  closets  in  this  area 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  has  worked  very  satisfactorily. 
Eight  houses  are  thus  served  and  three  pails  from  other  types  of 
premises  are  also  emptied. 
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Public  Conveniences 


The  two  sets  of  Public  Conveniences  provided  in  the  town  appear 
to  be  quite  adequate  for  the  normal  demand,  but  some  difficulty  does 
arise  on  Thursdays  during  the  summer  months  when  the  weekly 
market  attracts  an  exceptional  influx  of  shoppers-  The  Council  have 
already  indicated  their  intention  of  incorporating  another  block  of 
Conveniences  in  the  town  centre  redevelopment  scheme. 

Whilst  it  is  not  possible  to  feel  happy  about  the  ill-use  and 
occasional  vandalism  which  occurs  in  connection  with  the  Public 
Conveniences,  there  may  be  a  little  consolation  in  hearing  that  some 
Local  Authorities  are  troubled  to  a  much  greater  degree  in  this 
respect.

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Three  individual  privately-owned  houses  were  demolished.  A  pair 
of  sub  -  standard  houses  which  the  Council  had  purchased  having  in 
mind  the  redevelopment  of  the  Hawk  Street  area  were  also  de¬ 
molished,  and  a  temporary  car  park  was  provided  on  the  site. 

A  district  improvement  was  effected  in  Forge  Fields  where  the 
Council  purchased  11  houses  which  were  the  subject  of  Closing 
Orders,  demolished  them,  then  widened  the  roadway  and  commenced 
the  construction  of  a  children’s  playground  on  the  remaining  land. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  only  one  tenant  remained  to  be  rehoused 
from  the  group  of  10  East  El  worth  unfit  houses  which  the  Council 
had  purchased.  Redevelopment  by  way  of  a  combined  Part  III/ 
Flatlets  scheme  has  been  agreed  with  the  County  Council. 

In  the  early  part  of  1970  the  Council  were  required  to  assess  their 
Slum  Clearance  problem  and  submit  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  their  clearance  programme  for  the  next  four 
years.  The  following  statement  was  submitted  :

Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  have  not  yet  established  any  Improvement  Areas  but 
a  policy  has  been  adopted  whereby  when  Grants  have  been  made  to 
one  or  more  houses  forming  part  of  a  terrace  or  group,  the  other 
owners  have  been  approached  with  a  view  to  securing  improvement 
throughout  the  group,  and  some  success  has  been  achieved  in  this 
respect. 

The  total  number  of  Improvement  Grants  of  all  kinds  approved 
since  the  start  of  the  scheme  is  319. 
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Discretionary  Grants 

There  were  two  applications  during  1970  for  Discretionary  Grants. 
A  Ministry  Circular  was  issued  in  September  1970  advising  Local 
Authorities  to  treat  each  case  on  its  merits  and  not  to  refuse  Dis¬ 
cretionary  Grants  as  a  matter  of  general  policy.  The  applications 
were  received  and  considered  on  this  basis  but  both  were  refused 
because  it  was  considered  that  the  proposals  did  not  fall  within  the 
scope  of  the  scheme.

Qualification  Certificates 

Apart  from  houses  which  are  considered  to  be  unworthy  of  im¬ 
provement,  it  is  thought  that  there  are  comparatively  few  houses  in 
the  Urban  District  involving  controlled  tenancies  where  Qualification 
Certificates  might  be  appropriate. 

During  1970  a  Qualification  Certificate  under  Section  45(2)  was 
issued  in  respect  of  one  house- 

Applications  under  Section  44(1)  in  respect  of  a  group  of  eight 
houses  were  refused  because  the  houses  did  not  satisfy  the  required 
conditions,  but  the  applications  were  eventually  resubmitted  under 
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Section  44(2)  and  Certificates  of  Provisional  Approval  were  issued. 

It  is  appreciated  that  there  is  a  need  to  safeguard  the  interests  of 
controlled  tenants,  but  some  landlords  still  consider  that  the  pro¬ 
cedure  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  1969  involving  so  much  form 
filling  and  providing  the  tenants  with  so  much  opportunity  to  baulk 
the  proposals,  is  unduly  cumbersome. 


Rehousing

22  applicants  from  the  general  waiting  list  were  rehoused  during 
1970,  together  with  six  families  from  “condemned”  houses.  In 
addition,  there  are  114  applicants  on  the  bungalow  waiting  list,  six 
cases  having  been  accommodated  during  the  year.  Three  single 
persons  were  provided  with  accommodation  in  Lightley  Court  Old 
People’s  Flatlets,  leaving  48  cases  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

Two  short-term  licences  for  individual  caravans  issued  in  1969 
continued  in  operation  during  1970,  and  one  further  licence  for  an 
individual  caravan  was  issued. 

The  licence  in  respect  of  a  site  of  25  residential  caravans  at 
Wheelock  is  still  in  force  and  this  site  continues  to  be  maintained 
at  a  high  standard. 


FOOD 

Slaughtering  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Urban  District  has  been 
continued  in  use  throughout  the  year.  Most  of  the  meat  is  produced 
for  consumption  in  other  areas,  the  intensively -reared  calves,  for 
example,  being  sent  to  the  London  market. 
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The  operation  of  the  slaughterhouse  has  been  satisfactory  and 
there  was  little  criticism  by  the  Ministry  Veterinary  Officer  whose 
inspections  were  more  frequent  than  formerly.  A  cold -store  has 
now  been  constructed  within  the  slaughterhouse  premises  and  this 
has  proved  particularly  beneficial  where  the  meat  is  held  pending 
despatch  to  other  towns. 

The  Council  again  reviewed  the  hours  of  slaughtering  in  relation 
to  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966  and  decided 
to  make  no  alterations  to  the  restrictions  previously  imposed  which 
had  appeared  to  work  satisfactorily  to  all  concerned. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  that  again  no  tuberculosis  was 
detected  in  the  animals  slaughtered  in  Sandbach.  This  indicates  a 
real  success  story  in  relation  to  animal  health  during  recent  years.

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  con¬ 
sulted  on  a  number  of  occasions  by  persons  seeking  confirmation  of 
the  fitness  of  food  which  they  had  purchased.  In  four  particular 
cases  the  circumstances  were  such  as  to  warrant  further  action.  The 
case  of  a  human  nail  in  some  fruit  cake  which  had  been  produced  in 
another  area  was  referred  to  County  Council  officials  who  success¬ 
fully  prosecuted  the  bakers.  The  other  cases,  which  arose  from 
inefficient  shop  management,  were  dealt  with  locally  and  without 
resort  to  statutory  action,  but  severe  warnings  and  some  amount  of 
food  hygiene  education  appeared  to  have  a  good  effect. 

In  three  instances  there  was  contact  with  Food  Poisoning  incidents. 
A  number  of  girls  in  a  Cheshire  school  party  visiting  Bavaria  con¬ 
tracted  Sonne  Dysentery,  but  there  was  only  one  Sandbach  girl  in  the 
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company  and  on  return  home  her  pathological  specimens  proved 
negative.  Secondly,  a  local  man  was  affected  by  Amoebic  Dysentery 
on  his  return  from  a  holiday  in  Italy,  but  no  further  developments 
arose.  In  the  third  instance  a  number  of  Sandbach  people  who 
attended  a  wedding  in  Wales  contracted  Salmonella  Food  Poisoning. 
The  necessary  steps  were  taken  in  collaboration  with  Public  Health 
Officers  at  the  source  of  the  infection,  and  all  the  affected  persons 
made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 


Milk 

Dealers’  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council  whose  staff 
regularly  take  samples  of  the  milk  for  examination.  At  the  end  of 
1970  there  were  two  dairy  herds  in  the  district  from  which  milk  was 
sold  direct  to  the  public  but  neither  was  accredited  under  the 
Brucellosis  (Accredited  Herds)  Scheme. 

The  County  Health  Department  have  supplied  the  following 
statistics  covering  samples  of  raw  milk  taken  to  ascertain  the  presence 
of  Brucella  Abortus.

The  positive  samples  concerned  one  particular  herd  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  issued  a  Notice  under  Regulation  20  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk 
from  this  establishment  except  to  a  plant  where  it  would  be  satis¬ 
factorily  heat-treated. 

At  the  instigation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  Public 
Health  Officers  of  S.E.  Cheshire,  together  with  the  County  Health 
Inspectors,  met  during  the  year  and  determined  a  common  policy  for 
implementation  throughout  the  area  with  regard  to  brucella -positive 
milk  samples. 


Ice  Cream 

45  premises  are  registered  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  sale  of 
Ice  Cream.

During  the  summer  months  samples  of  unwrapped  ice  cream  were 
taken  from  various  selling -points  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Chester  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  samples 
are  categorised  by  the  laboratory  according  to  hygienic  standard  in 
grade  1  (good),  2,  3  and  4.

By  means  of  annual  contracts  the  Council  deals  with  eleven 
commercial  and  two  agricultural  properties,  and  this  system  gives 
satisfactory  results  to  all  concerned. 

The  sewers  throughout  the  district  are  tested  annually,  and  treated 
for  rat  infestation. 


Pel  Animals  Act  1951 

There  are  no  Pet  Shops  in  the  Urban  District.  Some  supervision 
has  been  necessary  to  prevent  the  sale  of  pet  animals  from  stalls  in 
the  Council’s  weekly  market :  one  application  for  a  licence  for  this 
purpose  was  refused  during  the  year  under  review. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

One  licence  was  issued  during  the  year  for  a  new  boarding  estab¬ 
lishment  for  cats  but  the  licensee  subsequently  abandoned  the 
proposals. 


Riding  Establishments  Act  1964 

There  are  no  Riding  Establishments  in  the  Urban  District. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  have  not  yet  established  any  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
The  question  was  again  raised  during  the  year  but  it  was  felt  that  in 
the  prevailing  circumstances  consideration  should  be  deferred  for 
a  further  12  months. 

Another  industrial  boiler  furnace  was  converted  from  solid  fuel  to 
oil -firing  and  this  has  had  the  effect  of  eliminating  the  occasional 
smoke  emissions  which  previously  occurred.  There  is  now  very  little 
smoke  trouble  from  any  of  the  industrial  establishments  in  the  Urban 
District. 


Noise  Abatement 

65  complaints  of  noise  were  received  during  the  year,  57  of  these 
involving  industrial  premises  and  eight  being  of  a  domestic  nature. 
In  some  of  these  cases  investigations  did  not  confirm  statutory 
nuisances,  and  in  the  remainder  the  noise  was  eliminated  or  reduced 
to  a  tolerable  level  by  securing  the  co-operation  of  the  firms  or 
persons  involved.  Statutory  action  did  not  become  necessary  in  any 
instance. 
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Excessive  noise  is  rightly  a  matter  of  considerable  public  concern 
at  this  time,  but  it  is  so  often  found  that  complaints  arise  through 
complete  intolerance.  In  every  district  nowadays  there  appears  to 
be  an  individual  who  decides  that  he  is  the  one  who  should  “set  the 
world  to  rights”  and  more  often  than  not  he  is  a  self-appointed 
expert  on  noise. 


Other  Public  Health  Nuisances 

For  several  years  residents  in  a  particular  area  have  been  annoyed 
from  time  to  time  by  unpleasant  fumes  from  a  bone -calcining  plant. 
During  this  period  various  measures  were  taken  by  the  firm  in  an 
effort  to  eliminate  the  nuisance  and  these  proved  inadequate.  In 
March  1970  the  Council  served  an  Abatement  Notice  in  respect  of 
this  matter  and  subsequently  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  The 
case  was  due  to  be  heard  in  the  local  Court  in  January  1971,  but 
there  were  signs  that  by  that  time  steps  to  abate  the  nuisance  by  the 
installation  of  after- burning  apparatus  would  be  well  in  hand. 

A  spate  of  complaints  arose  from  residents  on  a  new  private 
housing  estate  who  alleged  nuisances  by  way  of  dust,  noise  and  smell 
from  an  adjoining  concrete  factory  which  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  firm  has  been  co-operative  in  investigating  and 
taking  preventive  measures,  but  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  some  of  these 
residents  can  escape  the  consequences  of  living  immediately  adjacent 
to  industrial  plant  of  this  nature  which  is  operated  day  and  night.
